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SHIFT  ON  SPAIN 
SEEN  GROWING 

Since  1938  when  NEC  President 
Mcrwin  K.  Hart  epent  some  week*  in 
Spain,  both  he  and  NEC  have  calb^l 
attention  to  the  v£}ue  of  friendly  rela¬ 
tions  at  the  western  end  of  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean.  Communist  influence  in  State 
Dept,  in  U.N.,  and  left-wing  publica¬ 
tions  maintained  a  contrary  policy. 

Behind  scenes  in  Washington  it  is  an 
open  secret  that  Defense  Dept  has  long 
felt  friendly  Spanish  relations  to  be  vi¬ 
tally  important  to  the  safety  of  the 
U.  S.  Defense  seems  to  have  been 
crowding  State  to  revise  its  attitude. 

Recently,  as  previously  reported  in 
Action  Report,  Major  George  Field¬ 
ing  Eliott,  columnist  for  the  "liberal" 
N.  Y.  Pott  predicted  a  revision  of  our 
official  Spanish  policy. 

Jan.  30  issue  of  David  Lawrence's 
United  Stales  Newt  devoted  a  page  cap¬ 
tioned:  “Friendlier  Ties  With  Spain  as 
Defense  Move  by  West” 

The  strategic  value  of  Spanish  friend¬ 
ship  cannot  be  overestimated.  Other, 
non-military,  considerations  also  are 
cogent  Spain  has  made  an  astonishing 
comeback  after  a  civil  war  that  took  a 
million  Spanish  lives.  Spain  has  never 
defaulted  on  a  foreign  loan;  Spanish 
business-men  are  among  best  credit- 
risks  in  Europe;  Spaniards  are  hard 
workers. 

Leftist  propaganda  has  long  pictured 
Franco  as  an  associate  of  Hitler.  Fact 
is,  when  asked  to  join  Hitler,  when  Hit¬ 
ler  appeared  to  be  winning.  Franco  flat¬ 
ly  refused.  This  fact  is  shown  in  the 
recent  State  Dept  releases  on  the  war, 
— showing  not  only  that  Franco  refused 
to  join  Hitler,  but  showing  the  close 
relationship  between  Hitler  and  Stalin 
in  which  together  they  touched  off 
World  War  II.  Spanish  help  to  the 
Allied  cause  has  been  testified  by  our 
own  Ambassador  to  Madrid,  Carelton 
J.  H.  Hayes,  as  well  as  by  Winston 
Churchill  in  the  House  of  Commons 
while  still  Prime  Minister.  Without 
that  help,  the  North  African  landing 
might  have  been  impossible. 

Meanwhile,  our  government,  under 


leftist  pressure,  seems  unable  to  make 
up  its  mind  as  to  revising  our  policy. 
The  United  States  News  article,  how¬ 
ever,  hints  that  “The  United  States 
government  will  not  stand  in  the  way 
if  Western  Europe  wants  Spanish  co¬ 
operation.”  Since  then  France  has  re¬ 
opened  the  Spanish  border. 

But  why  does  State  have  to  wait  for 
Western  European  countries  to  fall  in 
line  first  before  admitting  that  friendly 
relations  with  Spain  are  in  interest  of 
U.  S.?  Are  we  never  to  have  a  foreign 
policy  of  our  own?

YALE  DROPS 
‘ECONOMICS’  TEXT 

The  Elements  of  Economics,  by  Prof. 
Lorie  Tarshis,  thoroughly  exposed  in 
the  August,  1947,  NEC  Review  of 
Books,  as  leftist  Keynesian  propaganda, 
has  been  discontinued  at  Yale. 

Although  no  public  announcement 
has  been  made,  NEC  has  learned 
through  confidential  and  reliable 
sources  that  the  book  was  dropped  by 
vote  of  tbe  instructors  in  the  course  in 
which  it  was  used  as  “not  suitable  for 

f  ood  teaching."  It  has  also  been 
earned  that  the  analysis  by  Rose  Wil¬ 
der  Lone,  who  edits  tn*  NFC  Review  of 
Books  was  “most  effective"  in  reaching 
the  decision. 

Other  institutions  also  are  reported 
as  having  either  discontinued  use  of 
the  book  or  of  having  discontinuance 
under  consideration. 

Ironically,  the  book  was  edited  by 
Prof.  Edgar  S.  Furnise,  of  Yale,  who 
said  in  his  introduction:  “This  book 
contains  the  best  that  the  expert  econo¬ 
mist  has  to  offer  regarding  the  economic 
problems  of  our  times.” 

Mrs.  Lane’s  estimate  was  different: 
“The  Elements  of  Economics  plays 
upon  fear,  shame,  pity,  greed,  idealism, 
hope.  This  is  not  an  economies  text 
at  sll;  it  is  a  pagan-religious  and  po¬ 
litical  tract.” 


ERP 

EXPOSED  BEFORE 
SENATE  COMMITTEE 

On  Jan.  24,  NEC  President  Mcrwin 
K.  Hart  appeared  before  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee  in  opposition  to 
certain  important  features  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  Economic  Cooperation  Bill,  com¬ 
monly  known  as  the  MarshsU  Plan. 

Committee  listened  attentively  while 
Hart  declared: 

"1  want  to  see  the  United  States  extend 
to  Europe  and  to  all  other  parts  of  the 
world  such  aid  as  will  be  really  bene¬ 
ficial  to  the  peoples  of  those  countries, 
and  will  at  the  same  time  not  hasard 
the  loss  to  the  American  people  of  their 
economic  stability,  their  liberties,  and 
perhaps  their  Republican  form  of  gov¬ 
ernment." 

Main  drive  of  the  argument  was  not 
denial  of  necessity  for  a  healthy  Eu¬ 
ropean  economy,  but  argument  that  tbe 
plan  as  proposed  by  the  Administration 
would  not  cure  Europe's  troubles,  while 
it  would  add  to  our  own. 

Of  European  countries  to  be  helped. 
Hart  asserted  that:  “These  countries 
have  let  themselves  get  into  the  hands 
of  Marxists  of  greater  or  less  intensity, 
and  the  result  is,  at  in  England,  that 
production  has  sagged  as  it  always  does 
under  government-run  enterprises.  .  .  . 
Europe  needs  to  learn  most  of  all  that 
only  through  the  release  of  human  en¬ 
ergies  such  os  is  possible  under  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  individualism  and  private  enter- 
me,  can  m«Y imnm  production  be 
uih  up.  Yet  our  whole  uolicy  baa 
been  ...  to  encourage  Socialism,  if  not 
Communism,  in  various  countries  in 
Europe.” 

He  predicted  further:  “So  long  at 
these  countries  keep  their  socialist  sys¬ 
tems,  just  so  long  will  they  fail — and 
call  on  our  private  enterprise  system 
to  bail  them  out.” 

Hart  also  predicted  that  the  plan,  if 
adopted,  would  mean  creation  of  a  new 
bureaucracy  on  the  already  staggering 
public  payroll,  perhaps  large  enough 
to  insure  continuous  reelection  of  the 
Administration  which  created  it.
